FOREIGN MARKETS FOR THE AMER¬ 
ICAN BOOKTRADE. 

Referring to our recent note of encourage¬ 
ment to American publishers to cultivate the 
Australian market in arranging for books by 
American or English authors, the London 
Publisher and Bookseller strikes a note of 
warning to English publishers for neglecting 
the colonial markets. Canada, it is admitted, 
has already ceased to be of any benefit to the 
English booktrade so far as the Canadian edi¬ 
tions of American books is concerned, and 
steady encroachment, it is claimed, “is being 
made by American publishers upon the Eng¬ 
lish publishers’ rights in the works of British 
authors. Indeed, Canada may be said to 
have practically ceased to exist as a remuner¬ 
ative field for the publishers of the old coun¬ 
try.” There is hardly anything remarkable 
in this shifting of the book market from a 
source of supply three thousand miles distant 
to one within less than a day’s journey. Be¬ 
sides, the American publisher is alive to the 
wants of his neighbor’s constituency in mak¬ 
ing, if not better books, at least books just as 
good, more attractive, generally at a cheaper 
price and more promptly than the English 
publisher either cares or is able to make 
them. 


As to the Australian market, which our 
contemporary fears is slipping out of the 
hands of the English publisher, that has 
come to us through the aggressive enterprise 
of Australian booksellers rather than of our 
own seeking. Only recently a circular letter 
has been sent to leading American publishers 
by one of the largest wholesale booksellers of 
Melbourne, in which he openly says that he 
does not wish any longer to order colonial 
editions through British firms, but prefers to 
deal direct with American publishers. 

We regret that, in this case, our gain 
should be at the expense of our English 
brethren; but who will blame American pub¬ 
lishers for seeking to extend their markets! 
There is a fair field for all in the markets of 
the world, and the only reproach that might 
be brought upon American merchants, gen¬ 
erally, is that they have been too slow to 
realize their opportunities in this direction. 
This is particularly true of the American 
booktrade, and we trust that, having the ad¬ 
vantage of being able to work more quickly 
than their European rivals, in being able to 
turn out more attractive books, to give more 
prompt and cheaper service, etc., they will 
neglect no opportunity to make themselves as 
strong at least in foreign markets as their 
competitors of other lands have made them¬ 
selves. 


The second session of the Copyright Con¬ 
ference will be held in New York the latter 
part of next week, at the invitation of the 
Librarian of Congress. Meantime the Copy¬ 
right Office has been most active in arranging 
the material on which the conference is to 
act, including a memorandum draft of a pro¬ 
posed copyright bill, prepared personally by 
Thorvald Solberg, Register of Copyright. One 
of the most remarkable things about this con¬ 
ference has been the careful prevision and 
provision for effective discussion without 
waste of time, as the result of the admirable 
organization of Mr. Putnam and Mr. Sol¬ 
berg. The discussions of the conference are 
informal, as though the gathering were one 
for consultation with the Librarian of Con¬ 
gress in his office at Washington, and the at¬ 
tendance is confined to those invited by the 
librarian as the designated representatives of 
the organizations specifically interested in 
copyright legislation, the public as readers be¬ 
ing thus represented through the American 
Library Association and the National Educa¬ 
tion Association. 
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THE ROBERT CLARKE COMPANY 
OPENS A NEW RETAIL STORE. 

The^ trade at large will learn with interest 
that after deliberating upwards of two years, 
the Robert Clarke Company, of Cincinnati, O., 
have decided to re-enter the retail branch of 
the book business. On October 17 they in¬ 
formally opened a very attractive and well- 
equipped book and stationery store on Gov¬ 
ernment Square, the distinguishing character¬ 
istics of which are convenience and compact¬ 
ness, every appointment being in the best pos¬ 
sible taste. 

Quite a number of old friends called on the 
opening day, and congratulations to Manager 
Alexander Hill were numerous and sincere. 
The Robert Clarke Company, it will be re¬ 
membered, was situated in Fourth Street, 
west of Walnut, up to two years and a half 
ago, when it was burned out in the fire that 
destroyed the Pike Theatre. 


NEW YORK NEWSDEALERS WANT 
PROTECTION. 

The Newsdealers’ Protective and Benevo¬ 
lent Association met on the evening of Octo¬ 
ber 25, at the Union Square Hotel, New York 
City, to take action on the abuse of the news¬ 
stand privileges. During the discussion it 
came out that the possession of a fairly good 
stand under an elevated railway stairway is 
worth from $500 to $1500 a year. This, the 
complainants said, made the politicians hand 
over the stands to their own followers. Fi¬ 
nally, a committee of ten was appointed to 
draft a law to protect the newsdealers in their 
business. It is proposed to take the permit 
granting out of the hands of aldermen and 
give it to the mayor. The committee is to 
ask for promises from candidates on all three 
tickets in regard to supporting such a law, 
and is then to report back to another mass 
meeting. _ 


“SMART SET” AGENT FORFEITS BAIL. 

Charles F. Ahle, the solicitor for “Fads 
and Fancies,” who was charged with trying 
to blackmail Edwin M. Post out of $500, was 
not in court when he was called for trial in 
General Sessions, New York City, on October 
16. He was indicted on October 13. He had 
been out on $3500 bail, furnished by Martin 
Engel. 

The District Attorney said that he believed 
that Ahle had fled the jurisdiction. Ahle’s 
counsel claimed that he was a salesman on 
the road for an automobile firm and that he 
would return. 

Judge McMahon forfeited Ahle’s bail. It 
was after the arrest of Ahle that the disclos¬ 
ures were made relating to the payment by 
well-known persons of large sums for write 
ups in “Fads and Fancies” and similar publi¬ 
cations. In connection with this occurrence, 
counsel for Colonel W. D. Mann, publisher of 
Town Topics, declared that Mr. Ahle was not 
a solicitor for that publication, and that there 
was nothing brought out at the preliminary 
hearing indicating that he had such connec¬ 
tion or that he had been employed by Colonel 
Mann in any capacity. 


THE “DISCOVERY” IN THE ANT¬ 
ARCTIC REGIONS. 

The actual birth of The Discovery expe¬ 
dition to the Antarctic regions may be dated 
from July, 1893, when Sir Clements Mark¬ 
ham resolved that an expedition should be 
sent. In virtue of his position as president of 
one of the greatest and richest societies in the 
world, Sir Clements was favorably placed 
for carrying out his determination; but few 
could deny that in the years of struggle and 
difficulty which followed, however ably and 
generously he was supported by his col¬ 
leagues and others, it was mainly through his 
unique, unconquerable personality that the 
expedition became a living fact. In a new 
steamer called The Discovery, built for the 
national Antarctic expedition and commanded 
by Captain Robert F. Scott, a party of trained 
scientists set sail for the South Pole on July 
31, 1901, to gather details on scientific dis¬ 
coveries and to follow up the very valuable 
magnetic work. In the same year Dr. H. A. 
Mill compiled a bibliography of the Antarctic 
regions, which in 878 references included all 
books, pamphlets and maps even remotely 
touching the subject that had been published 
in any country, while the bibliography of the 
Arctic region already made a literature. 

Captain Scott made the hazardous voyage 
that occupied three long years before he ever 
thought that his hardest duty was yet to come, 
and that the world looked to him for a tech¬ 
nical detailed account of the great expedition. 
The task was unwelcome, but he undertook 
it, feeling that the first object in writing an 
account of a Polar voyage was the guidance 
of future voyagers; that the first duty of the 
writer was to his successors. He has amassed 
an amount of descriptive detail and has told 
his tale as simply as possible. Charles Scrib¬ 
ner’s Sons have their imprint on the two 
great volumes entitled “The Voyage of The 
Discovery,” together with that of Smith, El¬ 
der & Co. Many illustrations, maps and 
plates are of the greatest scientific value. The 
special work trusted to each officer and the 
details of the discoveries of each member of 
the expedition, the life on shipboarl, the end¬ 
less list of supplies required for the long trip 
and for the intricate scientific work are all 
brought together in a way that will make this 
a very valuable work of reference. The 200 
plates by Dr. E. A. Wilson and others of the 
expedition, the photogravure frontispieces and 
twelve colored plates from Dr. Wilson’s 
sketches, panoramas and maps are not only 
valuable within their own covers, but are very 
valuable to consult in reference when reading 
any other work of Antarctic discovery. 


MUSIC PIRATE SENTENCED. 

Garrett J. Couchois, of 41 West Twenty- 
eighth Street, New York City, who was tried 
in September for counterfeiting the trade¬ 
marks of music publishing houses, was con¬ 
victed October 24 in Special Sessions and 
sentenced on the following day, by Justice 
Olmsted, to one month in the city prison and 
to pay a $350 fine.

Before Mr. Olney had quite recovered from 
his surprise and had expressed his great ap¬ 
preciation, Sam Meyer, of Chicago, stepped 
to the platform and took from a mahogany 
case a magnificent silver cup of great size 
suitably engraved and containing $700 in gold 
certificates and presented it to “Uncle George” 
as a token of the esteem in which he is held 
by his fellow travelling men.

Prussian war, from headquarters, describing 
the campaign solely for the benefit of his 
wife. They were written in French, and the 
translation is by J. L. Bashford, of Cam¬ 
bridge, Eng. 

A. C. McClurg & Co. have just completed 
arrangements for the publication in this coun¬ 
try of the authorized English translation of 
Louis Elbe’s “La Vie Future,” dealing with 
the question of the immortality of the soul— 
a work which, when published in Paris a few 
months ago, created a tremendous stir in 
scientific and religious circles throughout 
France. M. Elbe, who presents a mass of 
scientific evidence and data that is startling, 
divides his book into two parts, the first part 
being devoted to the idea of the survival as 
considered by the primitive races, and the sec¬ 
ond to deductions drawn from the fundamen¬ 
tal sciences. The book will be published early 
next spring. 

Henry Holt & Co. will publish shortly the 
German text of Hebbel’s play on Herod and 
Mariamne, with an English introduction and 
notes for class room use by Professor Ed¬ 
ward Stockton Meyer, of Western Reserve 
University; a new edition of Wilhelmi’s two 
amusing comedies, “Einer Muss Heirathen” 
and “Eigensinn,” with notes and vocabularies 
by Professor William Addison Hervey, of 
Columbia University; also “Specimens of 
Discourse,” by Dr. Arthur Lynn Andrews, a 
refreshing innovation of which is the absence 
of selections from the “great writers,” as 
those given will be chosen chiefly with the 
end in view of teaching a student to present 
every-day happenings in simple, concise, vivid 
English. 

Longmans, Green & Co. have made ar¬ 
rangements for the publication of “The Po¬ 
litical History of England,” which will be 
written by various authors under the direction 
and editorship of the Rev. Dr. William Hunt, 
president of the Royal Historical Society, and 
Reginald Lane Poole, editor of the English 
Historical Review. The work will cover the 
subject from the conquest of Britain to the 
end of the reign of Queen Victoria, and its 
scope will be, primarily, political, though re¬ 
ligious matters will necessarily, at certain pe¬ 
riods, have a prominent place, and social 
phenomena of all kinds will be noted, es¬ 
pecially those which have had a bearing on 
political research. There will be twelve oc¬ 
tavo volumes, each with its own index and 
two or more maps. 

A book of considerable interest to Dickens 
collectors has just been discovered by Walter 
T. Spencer, of New Oxford Street, London. 
Eng. This book, which is not recorded in 
any Dickens bibliography, is a quarto pub¬ 
lished under the title “The Josephine Gal¬ 
lery, Edited by Alice and Phoebe Cary,” New 
York, 1861, and is probably an echo of the 
novelist’s visit to the States nearly twenty 
years before. Pages 89-107 are occupied by 
“Suburban Romance. By Charles Dickens,” 
a pretty little story of a young Englishman’s 
love for a French girl named Nanette, who, 
being afflicted with a disfiguring tumor on 
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the face, hides herself in a London hospital. 
The book contains several other contributions 
by well-known writers, among them Nathan¬ 
iel Hawthorne and Thomas Bailey Aldrich. 

Laird & Lee's standard series of diction¬ 
aries has just been awarded a gold medal at 
the Lewis and Clark Centennial Exposition, 
Portland, Ore. This series of lexicons con¬ 
sists of five volumes: “Webster’s New Stand¬ 
ard Dictionary/’ Library edition, adapted 
for libraries, homes and general use; High 
School and Collegiate edition, designed to 
meet the needs of high schools, academies, 
colleges and universities; Students 9 Common 
School edition, adapted for all grammar 
grades; “Webster’s Modern Dictionary/’ In¬ 
termediate School edition, for use in all inter¬ 
mediate grades, and the Elementary School 
edition, for use in the primary grades. All 
these books are bound uniformly in black 
silk cloth, with the back and side title in gold. 

Thomas Y. Crowell & Co. announce for 
immediate publication the eighth volume of 
their “First Folio ,, Shakespeare—“King 
Lear.” This edition differs from others in be¬ 
ing an absolute copy, in modern type, of the 
original collected edition of 1623. In other 
words, Shakespeare is here restored to the 
original spelling, punctuation and phrase¬ 
ology, while suggested readings, and correc¬ 
tions of value have been relegated to the 
notes. Full glossaries and other editorial 
matter have won high praise for this edition. 
They have just ready a curmsity of book¬ 
making in The Miniature Irving, containing 
“Christmas Sketches,” “The Sketch Book,” 
“Alhambra,” “Bracebridge Hall” and “Tales 
of a Traveller.” The volumes are 1^2x2^ 
inches, printed from readable type on thin 
paper, and bound and boxed in ooze. 

The American Statesmen Series, two vol¬ 
umes of which are written by President 
Roosevelt, have won a high position as pop¬ 
ular biographies, presenting our history in its 
most attractive and instructive form. This 
series was' completed some years ago, and 
Houghton, Mifflin & Co. have now begun the 
publication of The American Statesmen, Sec¬ 
ond Series, comprising the men who have 
been the most prominent in statecraft since 
the Civil War. The first volume, “James G. 
Blaine,” by Edward Stanwood, is just ready, 
and three others are in preparation—“John 
Sherman,” by Hon. Theodore E. Burton, of 
Ohio, a close friend and political leader of 
Sherman; “Ulysses S. Grant,” by Hon. Sam¬ 
uel W. McCall, Congressman for Massachu¬ 
setts; and “William McKinley,” by T. C. 
Dawson, United States Minister to San 
Domingo. 

McClure, Phillips & Co. call attention to 
Austin Brereton’s volume on “The Lyceum 
and Henry Irving,” which they brought out 
in such sumptuous style about two years ago, 
and which will certainly satisfy the great de¬ 
mand of the hour for a life of Henry Irving. 
They have just ready “The Greek View of 
Life,” by G. Lowes Dickinson, a scholarly in¬ 
vestigation and explanation of the attitude of 
the Greeks toward life, nature and humanity, 


based upon his thorough study of the clas¬ 
sics; and shortly promise Professor Wood- 
berry’s study of “Swinburne,” which will be 
added to their Contemporary Men of Letters 
series. E. J. Dillon’s book on “The Birth of 
the Russian Nation,” expected this fall, will 
not appear till the spring, as the author can 
write his closing chapters with more definite 
judgment since the closing of the great war 
and the signing of the peace treaties with 
Japan. 

The Unit Book Publishing Company, 70 
Fifth Avenue, New York City, successors to 
Howard Wilford Bell, announces the publica¬ 
tion on November 15 of the “Letters and Ad¬ 
dresses of Thomas Jefferson.” This book 
will be the ninth volume in the Unit Series, 
and the third of the Unit Books treating of 
American statesmanship—the first being the 
“Letters and Addresses of Abraham Lincoln,” 
and the second “National Documents, or State 
Papers so Arranged as to Illustrate the 
Growth of Our Country from 1606 to the 
Present Day. The book will run to between 
350 and 400 pages, and, priced on the Unit 
System, will cost approximately thirty, sixty, 
and eighty cents in its three different bindings 
of paper, cloth and leather. The publishers 
propose to continue their American States¬ 
men Series until the principal letters and ad¬ 
dresses of all the most prominent and popular 
American statesmen are included.

Henry Johnson, author of “French Pathfind¬ 
ers in North America,” “The World’s Dis¬ 
coverers,” etc. This is a story of the Natchez 
tribe of Indians which inhabited the regions 
of the lower Mississippi, who were pro¬ 
nounced by the early explorers to be people 
of intelligence and of amiable disposition far

“My Lady and Loving Kindness,” and the title 
romance, all printed within green borders and 
dressed for the holidays.

more savage tribes and races than almost any 
other living man. 

D. Appleton & Company have had an es¬ 
pecially large sale of “Four-in-Camp/” by 
Ralph Henry Barbour; “The Outcast War¬ 
rior,” by Kirk Monroe; Robert W. Cham¬ 
bers’s picture and story book, entitled “For¬ 
est-Land ;” and “Little Miss Cricket,” by 
Gabrielle E. Jackson. The Appletons are 
bringing out five books by Miss Jackson this 
fall, four of which are old favorites in a new 
dress. Their fiction is also received with 
favor, especially Robert W. Chambers’s “The 
Reckoning,” reported one of the great suc¬ 
cesses of the year. All the holiday books 
published by D. Appleton & Company are 
having a large sale in anticipation of the holi¬ 
day season.

We are now completing the printing of the second volume of the 
new “American Catalog, 1900-1905,” which will be ready for delivery in 
November. 

The first volume, issued in June last, is a complete record in itself, 
being a dictionary-catalog of all books recorded between January i> 1900, 
and January 1, 1905. In its one alphabet every book is entered at least three 
times (by author, title and subject), with information as to size, price, pub¬ 
lisher, year of issue, etc. It forms the latest addition to the old series of the 
“American Catalogue,” published in quarto form, while the newest volume is 
an octavo, which is generally conceded to be a much handier shape. We 
can reasonably affirm that every dealer needs such a permanent catalog in 
his business, while every library of importance should have this standard 
bibliographical work on its shelves, since its usefulness in the world of books 
is on a par with a time-table in the railroad world. 

The second, or supplementary volume, contains the full title 
entries, with annotations, given in the “Weekly Record” of THE PUB^ 
USHERS’ WEEKLY during the five years 1900, ’01, ’02, ’03, ’04, 
cumulated into one alphabet for each year; that is, into five alphabets. 
This is planned to answer the demands of librarians, booksellers and 
others who wish this valuable material, in available shape, for classifying 
and describing and for permanent reference. 

For the book dealer the second volume is a very useful record of 
book valuation. It gives in form for ready reference brief descriptive 
notices of the important books published during the period mentioned, 
describing concisely the contents of each work and explaining many titles 
which, in themselves, mean little or nothing or are misleading. For 
descriptive cataloging, a bibliographical work of this kind is almost 

priceless. 

The two volumes are uniformly bound in half morocco. The price is 
$12.00 for both or $7.50 for either separately. The edition is limited, but 
240 copies of the first volume and 145 of the second volume remain unsold. 
We reserve the right to advance the price when the balance of either is 
reduced to 100 copies.
